Badran addresses NCC 
on current Arab issues 


AMMAN (Petra) — Prime Min- 
ister Mndar Badran attended on 
Monday the meeting of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee at Nat- 
ional Consultative Council 
(NCC). The meeting, was headed 
by Committee Chairman Abdul 
Wahhab Ai Majati, and attended 
by NCC Speaker Suleiman Arar 
and Foreign Minister Marwan Al 
Qasem. 

The committee members heard 
a report from the prime minister 
on the current Arab issues, for- 
emost of which were the Iraqi- 
Iranian war, the Jordanian - 
Palestinian talks, and tasks of the 
committee of seven stemming 
from the Fez summit conference. 

Prime Minister Badran said the 
Arab Nation is facing a real test to 
prove its truthfulness in imp- 
lementing the Fez Summit res- 
olutions to confront the Iranian 
aggression on Iraq. He asserted 
that Jordan is fully committed to 
the Fez Summit resolutions and 
supports Iraq with all its resources 
since Iraq constitutes Jordan's str- 
ategic depth and the main source 
of support for the Arab Nation in 
all its battles. He said the defence 


of Iraq is at the same level of sig- 
nificance as that of Jordan. 

Mr. Badran briefed the com- 
mittee members on the results of 
the Jordanian -Palestinian talks 
which were headed by His Maj- 
esty King Hussein and Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Executive Committee Chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

He said the talks dealt with what 
should be done in this phase to 
confront enemy designs aimed at 
completing the Judaisation of the 
occupied Arab territories and tbe 
evacuation of their residents thr- 
ough various kinds of pressure 
exercised by the Israeli occupation 
authorities against our kinsmen in 
the occupied territories. 

The prime minister said the 
talks were useful and fruitful and 
that views were identical. The 
talks were for the good of the 
Arab Nation and the Jordanian 
and Palestinian people. 

Mr. Badran said the committee 
of seven stemming from the Fez 
Summit is entrusted with the task 
of explaining the Arab views and 
the Fez Summit resolutions to the 
big powers. 


Begin calls on Jordan 
to join ‘autonomy’ talks 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin Mon- 
day again called on Jordan to join 
Palestinian “autonomy" talks but 
rejected all other proposals for 
settling tbe Palestinian problem. 

Speaking at the opening of a 
new Knesset (parliament) session, 
he did not mention President 
Reagan's plan for tbe Middle East 
by name but heavily criticised it by 
implication. 

Anybody who placed the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip “outside the 
confines of Eretz Israel (greater 
Israel) gives his consent to the est- 
ablishment of a Palestinian state 
ruled over by (Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation Leader Yas- 


ser) Arafat and his followers," he 
said. 

Israel has already rejected the 
Reagan plan which proposes Pal- 
estinian self-rule in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank in ass- 
ociation with Jordan. 

Mr. Begin said his government 
was sticking to the Camp David 
agreement with Egypt and the 
United States which calls for an 
undefined level of Palestinian 
autonomy in the Israeli -occupied 
lands. 

The prime minister said Israel 
had tbe right to expect that its 
American allies remain fully 
committed to the agreement. 


Lebanese president addresses U.N. General Assembly 

Gemayel calls on world to help 
Lebanon regain independence 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — President Amin 
Gemayel of Lebanon called Monday for the 
immediate, unconditional withdrawal of all 
non-Lebanese forces from his country and 
for international aid to restore its shattered 
economy. 


“ We shall rebuild what was des- 
troyed, and thus have Lebanon 
appear in your midst, a few years 
'from now, a phoenix rising vic- 
torious from its own ashes," he 
said in an address to the U.N. 
General Assembly. 

Lebanon was ready for peace, 
as were the people of the region, 
Mr. Gemayel said. 

“For us now, peace is an end- 
eavour whose time has come. Let 
us not permit this opportunity to 
slip from our hands. Let nations 
forget the passions of tbe past. 

The 40-year-old Lebanese lea- 
der, who received a standing ova- 
tion when he entered the assembly 
hall, told delegates from ' 156 
member states that he had come to 
the U.N. with a message of con- 
fidence from a nation with reg- 
ained strength and determination. 

In his address, given in English 
and punctuated by applause, he 
said Lebanon could no longer 
endure the burdens of the war that 
had been raging there for eight 
years nor could the world go on 
watching its destruction with mor- 
bid fascination. 

Each foreign force claimed a 


divine right to interfere and den- 
ied Lebanese the right to speak for 
' themselves. 

President Gemayel went on: 
“In the name of the Lebanese 
people I want to tell you: 

“We have had enough, enough 
of bloodshed, enough of des- 
truction. enough of desolation and 
despair. 

“We have paid the high price of 
war. We should not pay an add- 
itional price for peace. As a mem- 
ber of the United Nations, we 
want our rights restored to us. 

“Each country enjoys internal 
sovereignty. So should we. 

“Each country depends on an 
effective army to defend its ind- 
ependence. So should we." 

As Lebanese wished to live in 
peace and freedom in their own 
land, he said, so should the Pal- 
estinians live in peace and fre- 
edom and self-determination in 
their land, Palestine. 

"And. as we cherish our ind- 
ependence. we also cherish the 
hope that Palestinians and Isr- 
aelis, with the support of the world 
community will reach a settlement 
that will allow them both to enjoy 


the fullness of rights.” 

Mr. Gemayel said relations 
between Lebanon and Syria had 
always been close in the past. It 
( was natural that they should dev- 
elop strong relations in the future 
in tbe context of independence, 
sovereignty and mutual respect. 

“With this position in mind,” he 
said, “I call for the immediate and 
unconditional withdrawal of all 
non-Lebanese forces from Leb- 
anon. I call upon the world com- 
munity to help Lebanon regain its 
real independence and rebuild its 
economy." 

The president said Lebanon 
.would maintain its cultural plu- 
rality, but within a non- 
compromising political unity. 

He concluded: “Give us peace, 
and we shall again astound the 
world." 

Positive reactions 

Syria, Israel and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
all found things to praise in Leb- 
anese President Amin Gemayel’s 
speech to the U.N. General Ass- 
embly Monday, although they 
focussed on different elements. 

The United States rep- 
resentative, Jeane Kirkpatrick, 
praising the overall tone of the 
address, told reporters H was 
“excellent— a strong, clear sta- 
tement of a leader determined to 
restore genuine independence to 
his country and refusing to be dis- 
tracted by quarrels marginal to 
that goal." 


As she greeted him following 
the address, she told Mr. Gem- 
ayel, who confers with President 
Reagan Tuesday in Washington: 

1 “It was a great speech. You can 
count on our support." 

Syrian U.N. representative 
Dia-Allah El-Fattal. asked for 
comment, said: “We were happy 
he talked about the good Syrian- 
Lebanese relations." 

Ambassador Yehuda Blum of 
Israel expressed satisfaction that 
President Gemayel had called for 
the withdrawal of all non- 
Lebanese forces from Lebanon, 
saying Israel had been urging the 
same thing for yeans. 

The Israeli envoy also agreed 
with Mr. Gemayel that the nations 
.of the Middle East were ready for 
i peace and expressed the hope that 
Lebanon and other countries 
would follow Egypt's example in 
concluding peace with Israel. 

The PLO’s U.N. observer, 
Zehdi Tern, said he thought Pre- 
sident Gemayel was “more con- 
cerned with the future and the 
economic approach for the fut- 
ure." 

But he added: “He did stress 
that self-determination for the 
Palestinians is a prerequisite for 
peace in the area. This is a positive 
approach." 

Ambassador Blum was not 
among those who greeted Pre- 
sident Gemayel after his speech, 
explaining, “unfortunately, we 
still don't have diplomatic rel- 
ations at this stage.” 


Al Hassan 
to represent 

PLO in U.S. 

I KUWAIT (R) — A member of 
the Al-Fatah commando group’? 
'central committee. Khalid Al- 
Hassan. will represent the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) on an Arab League Com- 
mission going to Washington on 
Friday to outline an Arab plan for 
Middle East peace, Palestinian 
sources said Monday. 

They said Mr. Hassan. who was 
chosen by PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat for the mission, left Kuwait 
Monday for Morocco to join the 
commission after talks with Mr. 
Arafat. The PLO leader is cur- 
rently visiting Kuwait. 

The seven-member com- 
mission. set up at an Arab summit 
in Morocco last month, will visit 
all five permanent members of the 
U.N. Security Council to brief 
them on the peace plan. 

Mr. Hassan will be the first PLO 
representative to be welcomed in 
Washington, but Arab diplomatic 
sources have said he would not be 
received by President Reagan. 
Tile United States refuses to make 
contact with the PLO until it for- 
mally recognises Israel's right to 
exist. 

Other members of the com- 
mission. which will be led by King 
Hassan of Morocco, are the For- 
eign Ministers of Syria, Saudi, 
Arabia. Jordan. Tunisia and Alg-. 
eria. 

Meanwhile, the official Saudi 
Press Agency- said Moroccan For- 
eign Minister M'hamed Boucetta 
arrived in Jeddah Sunday night 
with a message for King Fahd 
from King Hassan. Diplomats said 
it apparently dealt with the Arab 
League Commission. 


Ceremonies held 
to mark Hijra 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs org- 
anised a mammoth religious cer- 
emony at Al Husseini Mosque 
Monday afternoon to mark the" 
anniversary of Prophet Moh- 
ammad’s Hijra. 

Chief Islamic Justice Ibrahim 
Al Qattan, in a speech made at the 
occasion said the Hijra heralded 
the beginning _ of an "unp- 
recedented great human civ- 
ilisation." University of Jordan 
Sharia (Islamic law) School Dean 
Abdul Aziz Al Khayyat said the 
Hijra marked the proclamation of 
tbe Islamic state in Medina and 
“transformation from a position 
of weakness to a position of 
strength." 


Liberals disagree on Suzuki’s successor 


TOKYO (R) — Japan remained 
in a political vacuum Monday with 
the cabinet unable to act until the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP) finds a successor to its lea- 
der, Prime Minister Zenko Suz- 
uki. 

Party leaders met but again fai- 
led to "agree on a replacement for 
Mr. Suzuld wbo unexpectedly res- 
igned his two posts on Tuesday. 

Last Saturday four cabinet min- 
isters registered as candidates for 
the LDP presidential election on 
Nov. 23, but were ordered not to 
start campaigning for a week to 
give party elders more time to 
negotiate a way out of the suc- 
cession crisis. 

Mr. Suzuki s resignation has led 
to tbe cancellation of scheduled 
visits here next week by Malaysian 
Prime Minister Datuk Seri Mah- 


athir Mohamad and Venezuelan 
Foreign Minister Alberto Zam- 
brano. 

It has also delayed cabinet app- 
roval and parliamentary end- 
orsement of a supplementary 
budget for the financial year end- 
ing next March. 

Finance Minister Michio Wat- 
anabe has said preparatory work 
on the extra budget will be com- 
pleted Tuesday. 

The budget is expected to inc- 
lude the issuing of additional nat- 
ional bonds worth 3,900 billion 
yen ($14.4 billion) to make up for 
an expected shortfall in gov-' 
eminent tax revenue, the result of 
economic slowdown. 

Failure to strike a deal between 
rivals for tbe premiership will 
mean a month of divisive ele- 


ctioneering between the four con- 
tenders. 

Tbe front-running candidate is 
Yasuhiro Nakasone, number two 
in the Suzuki cabinet and 
Director-General of the Adm- 
inistrative Management Agency, 
who is backed by three major gro- 
ups of members of parliament. 

His rivals, all opponents of Mr. 
Suzuki but each with smaller fac- 
tional backing, are Toshio Kom- 
oto, Director-General of the Eco- 
nomic Planning Agency, Shintaro 
Abe, Minister of International 
Trade and Industry, and Ichiro 
Nakagawa, Director-General of 
the Science and Technology Age- 
ncy. 

Talks between the party leaders 
could continue until the election, 
which all candidates have pledged 
to call off if agreement is reached. 


Lebanese army awaits Israeli 
withdrawal from Shouf area 


KFAR MATTA, Lebanon (R) — 
Israeli and Lebanese armies were 
locked in apparent impasse Mon- 
day over who would keep the 
peace between feuding Christians 
and Muslims in the troubled Shouf 
mountains, about 15 kilometres 
south-east of Beirut. 

The Lebanese moved an adv- 
ance squad of lightly-armed com- 
mandos into Kfar Matt a, centre of 
last week's sectarian fighting, but 
plans for a full deployment were 
held up by the continued Israeli 
presence here. 

A meeting Sunday between 
local politicians and President 


Amin Gemayel, wbo later left for 
New York, decided to send in the 
array as soon as possible. 

Lebanese soldiers and police 
said this morning that an army 
column was expected hourly. But 
by late afternoon there was no sign 
of the Israelis leaving to make way 
for it. 

Israel moved tanks and troop 
carriers onto the sandbagged fro- 
ntline between the Christian and 
Druze Muslim quarters of Kfar 
Matta, and into three other mou- 
ntain villages, on Friday to end 
days of artillery and machine-gun 
exchanges. 


Communists boost 
position in Greece 

ATHENS (R) — Greece’s pro- 
Moscow Communist Party has 
considerably boosted its position, 
mainly at the expense of the ruling 
Pan -Hellenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK), as a result of Sunday's 
municipal elections. 

A survey of voting figures in 
over 30 major towns in the nat- 
ionwide poll showed that in almost 
all places where the Communists 
(KKE) Gelded candidates against 
Prime Minister Andreas Pap- 
andreou’s PASOK their share of 
the vote was up by 50 to 100 per 
cent, compared with last Oct- 
ober's general election. 

PASOK had" been counting on 
half a million first-time voters, 
benefiting from a lowering of tbe 
voting age, to boost its score but 
results indicated a high proportion 
of them had plumped for the 
Communists. 


American, S. African nationals get Nobel Prizes 


STOCKHOLM (R) — An Ame- 
rican physicist and a South 
African-born biochemist from 
Cambridge University, England, 

■won the 1982 Nobel physics and 
chemistry prizes Monday for adv- 
ancing understanding of inorganic 
and living matter. 

Professor Kenneth Wilson of 
Cornell University, New York 
State, took the 1.15 minion crown 
($200,000) physics prize for pro- 
ducing a mathematical description 
of the way matter changes under 
dif fe r e nt conditions. 

The chemistry prize, worth the 
same amount, went to Dr. Aaron i 
Khig of the Medical Research 
Cou ncil Molecular Biology Lab- 
oratory in Cambridge for dev- 
eloping a technique of obtaining 
three-dimensional pictures of the- 
molecular components of life. 


technical research of mainly aca- 
demic significance. But Professor 
Wilson's work has applications for 
the electronics industry, which 
uses some of the materials he ana- 
lysed, while Dr. King’s work has 
advanced understanding of the 
nature of cancer. 

Professor Wilson is the 51st 
American-based scientist to win a 
Nobel physics award since the pri- 
zes were first given in 1901. Alt- 
ogether 1 21 prizes have been awa- 
rded. 

Professor Wilson, 46, told Reu- 
ters at Ms home in Ithaca, New 
York State, Monday he was "very 
amazed and very delighted" at 
winning the prize. 

The Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences said in its citation that he 
won the prize for “his theory for 
critical phenomena in connection 
■ h trar'.; * -

But his research ranges over 
other fields of physics, including

He was bom in Waltham, Mas- 
sachusetts and is the son of a dis- 
tinguished chemist who taught for 
many years at Harvard University. 

Other scientists, notably the 
Soviet Union’s 1962 physics lau- 
reate Lev Landau, had worked on- 
the transition of matter. But Pro- 
fessor Wilson made a major bre- 
akthrough by providing the first 
mathematical description of tbe

U.S. warns 
ITU against 
ousting Israel 

NAIROBI (R) — The United Sta- 
tes warned Monday H would walk 
out of an Internationa] Tel- 
ecommunications Union (ITU) 
conference here and would sus- 
pend all financial support to the 
ITU if a resolution condemning 
Israel was passed. 

U.S. delegate Michael Gardner 
gave the warning during dis- 
cussion of a resolution submitted 
by Algeria, Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, 
Cuba, Pakistan, North and South 
Yemen and Zimbabwe. - 

The draft resolution accused 
Israel of ignoring United Nations 
resolutions and violating int- 
ernational law, and sought to con- 
demn Israel for the massacre of 
Palestinians and Lebanese in Bei- 
rut recently. 

It said Israel should be excluded 
from the ITU conference as long* 
as it did not comply with its int- 
ernational obligations. 

The U.S. last week suspended 
its financial contributions to the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) after member 
states voted at a meeting in Vie- 
nna on Sept. 24 to exclude Israel. 

Washington also warned of sim- 
ilar action and boycotts if other 
U.N. agencies or the General Ass- 
embly expelled Israel. 

In his address Monday, Mr. 
Gardner said the resolution was 
divisive, politically motivated and 
contributed nothing to the peace 
process in the Middle East. 

If it were passed, the U.S. del- 
egation would leave the con- 
ference, and Washington would 
immediately suspend all financial

5 Gulf ministers fail to 
agree on security accord 


JEDDAH (R) — Interior Min- 
ister of Saudi Arabia and five Gulf 
allies Monday failed to agree a 
joint security accord and deferred 
tbe issue for more consultations, 
the official Saudi Press Agency 
reported. 

The Gulf Coopcri-icn Co; : - 
ministers had met for two days in 
Riyadh, but informed sources said 
Kuwait had reservations about 
some aspects of the proposed acc- 
ord. which includes the ext- 
radition of c riminals . 

The agency said: “The meeting 
discussed at length a com- 
prehensive internal security agr- 
eement, but in their desire to pro- 
vide all necessary elements for the 
agreement, the ministers agreed 
to hold further consultations in the 
light of remarks made at the 
talks." 

The ministers had been exp- 
ected to present the draft accord 
to council heads of state for app- 
roval at a summit conference in 
Bahrain on Nov. 9 . It is not known 
if the further talks will take place 
before then. 

The Saudi Press Agency said 
the ministers had agreed to set up 
a centre to exchange security inf- 
ormation between the six member 
states— Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates, Oman, Bahrain, 
Qatar and Kuwait. 

They also approved rec- 
ommendations on regulations 
covering passports, immig ration 
and the control of labour, but the 
agency gave no details.

The proposed joint accord 
would replace bilateral pacts sig- 
ned recently between Saudi Ara- 
bia and four council members, 
Bahrain, Oman, the United Arab 
Emirates and Qatar. 

Kuwait, the only Gulf state with 
an elected parliament, has not sig- 
ned an agreement with Saudi 
Arabia. A senior Gulf source said 
Kuwait could have difficulty get- 
ting the joint accord ratified. 

Informed sources had predicted 
that Kuwait's reluctance to accept 
provisions on extradition and the 
right of police to pursue people 20 
kilometres into neighbouring 
'council states could cause pro- 
blems at the meeting. 

Saudi Interior Minister Prince 
Nayef Ibn Abdul Aziz, com- 
menting on reports that Kuwait 
had reservations, said the Gulf

Violence breaks out prior

TOKYO — Constructing seven- 
storey buildings for the sole pur- 
pose of shaking them to pieces 
might seem a reckless form of sci- 
entific research, but such exploits 
are all in a day’s work for Dr. Mas- 
ayoshi Nakashima and his fellpw 
engineers. 

They work in the earthquake 
study section of Japan's Building 
Research Institute atTsukuba, the 
new “science city" about 65 kil- 
ometres nonh-east of Tokyo. 

Within a massive custom-built i 
“laboratory" building, the Jap- 
anese have constructed what they 
claim are the world's largest ear- 
thquake simulation facilities. 

Their aim is to learn more about 
the behaviour of building str- 
uctures during earth tremors and 
so better protect themselves from 
one of Japan's major threats. 

Rather than leaving things to 
chance observation as in the past, 
they can now create their own ear- - 
thquakes and watch the results. 

Although the centre contains a 
variety of seismic researcn fac- 
ilities, the centrepiece is und- 
oubtedly the large-scale test-bed. 
This consists of a vertical concrete 
block 20 metres long and 25.7 
metres high and with a thickness 
of 6.6 metres, on either side of 
which are integrated floor surfaces' 
providing a totally rigid platform 
upon which to experiment. 

On their of these two floors, full 
size mock buildings up to a height 
of 25 metres and with a floor area 
of 300 sq metres can be con- 
structed. Hydraulic jacks built 
into the central concrete block are 
used to rock the structures hor- 
izontally. 

Swathed in wiring, the building 
under test sways back and forth, 
the jacks providing up to two met- 
res maximum “travel", while sen- 
sors attached at strategic positions 
feed information on the stresses 
and strains being produced thr- 
ough to a battery of computers in 
an external control room. 

The swaying is normally con- 
ducted in slow motion, and the 
equivalent of one second of a real 
earthquake can last up to four 
hours in simulation. 

Once the test is in progress only 
three people are required to ope- 
rate the computer supervised 
closed -loop testing system, and to 
keep an eye on the TV monitors 
which give visual access to esp- 
ecially crucial sections of the str- 
ucture. 

Computer control is needed not 
only because of the complexity of 
the measurements to be made but 
also for safety reasons. An instant 
warning of imminent structural 
failure is essential to safeguard 
those in the vicinity of the test- 
bed. and such failure often arrives 
without any visible sign. 

Sometimes the degree of mov- 
ement simulated is little more than 
a vibration, and test programmes 
often continue for many weeks 
before each mangled and buckled 
edifice finally ends its useful life. 


This spectacular wreckage can be 
seen piled up in something akin to 
a building graveyard, in one cor- 
ner of the laboratory. 

Skyscraper dimensions 

But with some buildings now 
going up to 60 storeys in Japan, it 
might bi» asked why no structure 
of skyscraper dimensions has been 
built for shake tests. In fact, one 
nearly was. When the institute was 
planning the relocation to its pre- 
sent spacious site from its old HQ 
in downtown Tokyo, the gov- 
'enunenr asked for an outline of 
the new facilities it preferred. 

One proposal was for a 40- 
storey budding demolition test- 
bed. The plan was dropped bec- 
ause the huge cost could not be 
justified by the limited number o£ 
structures the findings might be 
applied to. The choice of a seven- 
storey capacity unit was made 
because it offered results which 
could be directly related to a very 
high percentage of buildings in 
Japan. 

Scale models offering a ratio of 
1 :2 can give quite accurate pro- i 
jections for structures of up to I 
about 20 storeys. Beyond that ! 
height, according to Nakashima, 
structural technology becomes 
very specialised on ail front, and is 
heavily related to unique local fac- 
tors. Nakashima points out that 
his engineers have concentrated 
on the study of buidings, instead of 
other structures such as bridges, 
because they are seen to have a 
more immediate bearing on public 
safety. 

The Japanese government pro- 
vides the institute with a total 
annual budget of about 56.8 mil- ; 
lion and a further $1.4 million is 1 
contributed by other agencies for | 
special research projects. 

Earthquake fault lines show no 
respect for national boundaries 
however, and h is, therefore, fit- 
ting that the seismic test dep- 
artment of the institute is home for 
what Tsukuba researchers des- 
cribe as the most successful fully - 
integra ted joint international pro- 
ject yet attempted is Japan. 

Under a U.S.- Japan cc 
operative research programme, 
the U.S. has contributed con- 
siderable funds and some of its 
leading experts in seismic research 
for a lengthy project at the Tsu- 
kuba centre. 

Tr aining programme 

Americans and Japanese “do 
the same work at the same desk”, 
as one engineer put it. In addition, 
there is a special training pro- 
gramme for students from ove- 
rseas offering courses in the pri- 
nciples of earthquake engineering 
and seismology to about 20-25 
participants per year. 

Large-scale seismic tests have 
been conducted for nealry four 
years now, as the research is very 
long terra, involving extended 
data processing. Concrete results 
are at least a year away, according 


to Nakashima, although “personal 
opinions abound”. 

The motivation to get results 
fast is undoubtedly strong. Japan 
is highly earthquake prone and 
Tokyo, which has 50 perceptible 
earthquakes a year, is especially at 
risk with its concentrated urban 
sprawl. In September this year the 
government's Administrative 
Management Agency, the senior 
body responsible for cou- 
ntermeasures against ear- 
thquakes, announced that present 
contingency planning was “def- 
ective”, and a newspaper col- 
umnist went further to say that 
anti-disaster measures wens “ext- 
remely insufficient’'. 


The occasion for this criticism 
was the 59th anniversary of the 
1923 Great Kan to Earthquake, 
which registered 8.3 on the Ric- 
hter scale, and left more than 
100,000 dead and 2.5 million 
homes destroyed in the Tokyo reg- 
ion. 

A senior spokesman of the 
Earth Research Division of the 
Construction Ministry said in May 
that, after recent studies, be con- 
sidered an occurrence of a 6.5 
magnitude earthquake in the Nor- 
thern Izu peninsula, close to 
Tokyo, was “undeniable in the 
next two or three years". 

Although many present-day 
structures offer considerable pro- 


tection against earth tremors, lar- 
gely though “over-building" with 
heavy steel frameworks, estimates 
of damage in a severe quake vary. 

During a recent survey of cou- 
ntermeasures in one provincial 
city, prefect ural authorities sub- 
mitted a damage estimate of 
64,000 houses destroyed, while 
the city authorities came up with 
an independent figure of 328,000. 

The Tokyo government est- 
imates that a 1923-type quake 
would claim 36,000 lives and 
cause 300 fires, which is und- 
erstandably regarded with some 
scepticism.

MOSCOW — Twice a night, five 
nights a week, millions of Soviet 
television viewers tune in to a brief 
glimpse of the world beyond the 
tightly guarded borders of the 
motherland. 

Boris Kalyagin and his col- 
leagues, the “political observers!"

ponsible for guidin g them through 
the complexities of the Middle 
East conflict and all the rest of the 
day’s foreign news stories. 


He and the other senior com- 
mentators take it in turns to pre- 
sent “today in the world”, a 15- 
minute survey of foreign news 
which goes on the air in the early 
evening Moscow time and again 
just before closedown. 

The programme was launched 
about four years ago when the 
Kremlin became dissatisfied with 
the stodgy way Soviet television 
presented foreign news. 

The m ain evening news bul- 
letin, at 9 p-m. Moscow time, lasts 
35 minutes but only about 10 
minutes are available for foreign 


It was ‘beatlemania all over again 9 in Russia

MOSCOW — The curtain has 
come down on the latest Soviet 
tour by Western pop groups and 
Muscovite music-lovers are eag- 
erly awaiting another opportunity 
to let their hair down and dance in 

the aisles. 

Earlier this week, about 2,500 
enthusiastic Sovi ,*t pop fans dan- 
ced and shoutei their approval as 
a little-known English group gave 
a rousing performance of old bea- 
tles hits, eni Jg with Back In The 
U.S.S.R. 

The Boot' eg Beatles, three Bri- 
tons and an American who usually 
play to small club and university 
audiences, raised the roof of Mos- 
cow’s giant Rossiya Concert HaD 
at the end of a six-week tour which 
pulled in more than 180,000 spe- 
ctators. 

“It was beatlemania all over 
again. About sue fans managed to 
climb up onto the stage and touch 
members of the group, but they 
were dragged off by stewards,” 
one member of the audience said. 

Uniformed militiamen lined up 
on the stage as enthusiastic fans 
chanting “we want the beaties” 
and“beaties for evci” left the the- 
atre after revelling for more than 
two hours in the once-forbidden 
pleasures of western pop. 

By Soviet standards the res- 
ponse to the Bootleg Beatles and 
Sphinx, a glamorous all-girl rock 
group who shared the billing, was 
unusually animated. Soberly dre- 
ssed Russians were seen stamping 
their feet and waving their arms in 
the air. 

Some Russians travelled tho- 
usands of kilometres and queued 
all night for tickets. “We still rate 
the Beatles as the greatest and this 
is the nearest thing we have had to 
a live performance by them,” one 
Soviet musician said. 

Members of the Bootleg Bea- 
tles, who look and sound like the 
real thing, said audiences from 
Yalta in the South to Leningrad in 
the north knew almost every note 
of the old Beatles hits. 

But the Liverpool four’s records 
appear only rarely in Soviet record 


shops and the country has never 
seen any Beatles films or televised 
concerts. 

Idols of philistines 

In the sixties, the Soviet media 
labelled the Beaties “the idols of 
philistines”. And Sovietskaya 
Kuliura, ihe culture ministry 
organ, said beatlemania was one 
of the illnesses of bourgeois soc- 


iety. 

But in recent years tbe group 
has been rehabilitated and is now 
seen in the perspective of history 
as gentle and melodic compared 
with contemporary heavy rock. 

When the English singer, com- 
poser and pianist Elton John arr- 
ived in the Soviet Union in May 
1979, pop music was being given 
some official encouragement with 


regular programmes od television 
and increased production of some 
western records. 

But the Soviet authorities are 
apparently still concerned about 
the possible effect on the Soviet 
public of Western pop, which in 
the past was regularly denounced 
in the official press as cheap, for- 
eign and meaningless— not “real 
culture”.

The Bootleg Beatles tour was 
' not mentioned by the Soviet 
media and sources close to the 
group said there may have been 
some concern about possible aud- 
ience over-reaction. 

One unconfirmed account from 
Western sources said two fans had 
crashed through the roof a theatre 
in the Baltic Sea port of Riga while 
tbe group was playing there. The 
sources also said there had been a 
number of arrests in other dries. 

Sources close to the group said 
security had been especially tight 
in Leningrad. They said fens were 
repeatedly told to sit down and 
behave themselves and militiamen 
were always at hand to quell any 
disturbances. 

In July 1978, police m Len- 
ingrad were reported to have used 
smoke grenades to dear tho- 
usands of disgruntled pop fens 
who had gathered to attend a pla- 
nned open-air conceit which had 
been cancelled. 

The crowd had been expecting 
to hear Joan Baez, Santana and 
the Beach Boys, although local 
newspapers had announced the 
cancellation in June. There were 
also reports of Leningrad fens 
“over-reacting” during Elton 
.John’s visit the folio whig year. 

Enthusiasm for the Beatles and 
signs of increasing official app- 
roval emerged after John Len- 
non’s death in Dec. 2980. 

Soviet police dispersed a crowd 
of several hundred young people 
who had gathered on the Lenin 
hills near Moscow to honour his 
memory. Some carried portraits of 
tire dead singer and played tapes 
of his music. 

The Soviet Trade Union daily 
Trud paid its own tribute to Len- 
non, founder of the Beaties, by 
linking him with student protests 
against U.S. involvement in the 
Vietnam war. 

Western music is known to Sov- 
iet fens mainly through und- 
erground recordings anti bro- 
adcasts. But the recent tour by the 
two British groups showed pop- 
hungry young Russians want more 
from the west— every performance 
by the Bootleg Beaties and Sphinx 
ended with shouts of “bravo” and 
encore .

Yugoslavian message to Talhouni

AMMAN (Petra) — Upper

Alechinsky prints celebrate life

AMMAN — Fifty-five prints by 
the Belgian-born artist Pierre 
Alechinsky, now on show at the 
French Cultural Centre, are del- 
ighting and surprising Jordanian 
exhibition goers this week. Made 
between 1970 and 1975, the work 
of this one-time member of the 
famous Cobra group of artists is 
simply and joyftilly a celebration 
of life. And perhaps because of 
this, these prints appear as fresh 
today as they must have done # 
when they were first seen in Paris 
several years ago at the Georges 
Pompidou Centre to whom they 
were donated. 

Life, in some of its many facets 
oozes from every single line. It’s 
.there in the coiling, etiolated 
stems which end in two small lea- 
ves, like some pale, sunstarved yet 
irrepressible weed that goes on 
growing no matter how many 
times it's pulled up. It’s there in 
the faces which abound, either 
intentionally, or just hinted at by 
arrangements of squares, sig- 
natures and Roman numerals in 
every corner of Alechinsky s 
work. 

The rising and setting of the sim < 


over landscapes of concentric hills 
indicate the continual cycle of life 
and death, as well as of daily liv- 
ing, while Alechinsky s gay vol- 
canoes must surely be the irr- 
egular and unpredictable side of 
hfe especially as their eruptions— 
.of plumes of merging colours, of 
geometrical shapes, of serpents 
who coil down hire- lava or peek 
cheekily from the saucer-like 
summit — are often surprising in 
themselves. 

Life's everyday wonders are 
Alechinnsky's flowers growing 
with crazy technicolour abandon 
on wobbly stems, while life's rat- 
her more spectacular ones are epi- 
tomised by the happy-faced sub- 
lteiraneam snakes who squirm 
and glow in reds fcnd purples, yel- 
lows and oranges. 

In AJchinsItys work as in 
everyday life, there is a thin div- 
iding line between joy and des- 
pair. between laughter and tears, 
between anguish and humour. Set 
against bright unclouded colours 
the wide happy grins, the con- 
tented smiles of AJchinsky's 
faces in one print swiftly turn in 
the next to the horror of skull-like 
heads with ghoulish faces which 
stare from black blackgrounds of 
hurriedly-drawn Uaqs. while con- 
fused, sad and an erv, faces emerge 


in other pieces from- ferociously- 
troubled tangles of dark swirling 
colours. 

But the dark side of life is not 
the dominant theme of Ale- 
chinky’swork. He merely wants to 
remind us that sorrow and fear are 
often only just around the comer. 
What he is really trying to tell us 
through his child-like spo- 
ntaneous humour his infectiously 
gay colours and through the sim- 
plicity of his images and forms is' 
that life can be fun. 

The exhibition remains in 
Amman until Oct. 26, after which 
it will continue to tour the Middle 
East before finally being seen in 
Poland.

Al Ra'i: We wish Gemayel success in h is four, but... 


In his present tour of several Western capitals. 
Lebanese President Amin Gemayel will be trying 
to rally support for the main issue concerning the 
Lebanese people, that of purifying Lebanese soil 
from the invading Israeli forces and regaining sov- 
ereignty over all Lebanese territory by the legal 
authorities. 

The states the Lebanese president is visiting 
definitely have various means for influencing Isr- . 
ael. They are also capable, if they choose to, of 
greatly participating in restoring legitimacy and 
national sovereignty on Lebanese soil, and reb- 
uilding security and tranquillity for the suffering 
Lebanese people. 

Nevertheless, certain' indications point out that 
Gemayers present mission is In rib way an easy 
one. It is certain to face difficulties, the most pro- 
m inant of which is the clumsy stand adopted by 


some states regarding the tireless Zionist attempts 
at blackmailing Lebanon. 

Another aspect of such a negative situation is 
the insistence of certain Lebanese factions to hold 
a stand contradictory to national consensus in giv- 
ing priority to the withdrawal of tbe invading Zio- 
nist forces over all other considerations. 


Wishing the Lebanese all success in their pre- 
sident's present tour, we still believe that such a 
tour would achieve all its targets if the Lebanese 
administration were able to control separatist fac- 
tions which would not sever ties with the invader 
and insist on maintaining contacts with the Zionist 
forces.

The coming few days will be those of intensified 
political action, and on their outcome the main 
features of the coming stage will de dependent. 

The agreement on contacting the five per- 
manent members of the U.N. Security Council by 
one Arab delegation, and not two. is faced with 
the fact that the delegation will be visiting Was- 
hington and London before all. It is uncertain yet 
whether the U.S. administration will receive the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation representative 
with the other Arab members, yet the nature of 
the American attitude towards such a crucial issue 
will decide a lot of things pertaining to this matter. 
It is to point out whether President Reagan's adm- 
inistration is capable of initialing new political 
moves free from Zionist influence, or simply 
adopt previous attitudes of other administrations. 

The Reagan initiative is suggestive of unp- 


recedented instances in the history of past Ame- 
rican administrations' attitudes towards the Pal- 
estinian issue. 

The secret documents published in London 
concerning the Middle East conflict, hastily cea-i 
sed by the British Foreign Office for reasons ofl 
“highest importance”, show that the British stand 
will in no way differ from the American one in 
respect to the PLO and the reception of its rep- 
resentative. 

The stand to be adopted towards the PLO rep- 
resentative by the American administration will 
clarify the extent to which it adheres to tbe pro- 
visions of the initiative. 

On the other hand. Israel is still heightening 
tensions in Lebanon and aiming at keeping fav- 
ourable conditions for the continuation of its occ- 
upation.

LONDON — A huge mosque in 
tbe heart of London is spreading 
the Islamic faith to the West and 
ranks as one of the largest Muslim 
footholds in Europe.

“We have converted hundreds 
of Westerners to Islam,” said Mr. 
Ghamdi. who added, however: 
“We care for their belief not then- 
number.” 

But a source in Britain's Muslim 
community estimates that at least 
4,000 Britons have taken up the 
Islamic faith since the mosque, 
which combines a three-storey 
Islamic centre, went up in fas- 
hionable Regents Park in 1974. 

It arose out of more than 30 
years of negotiations between 
Middle Eastern countries and the 
British government and cost about 
six million sterling (510 million) to 
build, most of the money given by 


Saudi Arabia. 

While preaching the teachings 
of the Prophet Mohammad, the 
Islamic centre takes great care not 
to flout British laws or offend 
Western society.Mr. Ghamdi said 
the centre had good relations with 
tbe British authorities and stayed 
in constant touch to make sure 


domestic laws were respected. 

“The centre is endeavouring to 
ensure the Islamic laws can be 
implemented within the fra- 
mework of the British system and 
(that we can) retain our religious 
entity without offending the host 
community.” Mr. Ghamdi exp- 
lained. 

Last year an association for Bri- 
tish Muslims was formed to pre- 
sent Islam to ifie British people 
and “help encourage those who 
have embraced Islam to str- 
engthen their belief," be said. 

The association, according to its 
charter, also aims to assist Mus- 
lims of British origin” to play an 
effective role in Western society 


and the Muslim ummah (nation) 
as a Whole” 

A 22-year-old British woman 
said she adopted Islam after a car- 
eful comparison with other rel-. 
igions. 

Wearing the Islamic dress, a 
head-cover and long gown, she 
said Islam appealed as “the most 
logical religion of them alL" But 
she noted that a problem for Bri- 
tish Muslim women was that they 
found it hard to get jobs in Wes- 
tern companies. 

“They think the way we are dre- 
ssed is funny," she said. 

British Muslim men, however, 
have no such difficulties. “The 
only problem we face is that we 
cannot pray five times a day as 
AUah and his prophet asked us.” . 
said one. 

Members of the association 
meet regularly to study Islam, dis- 
cuss their problems and attend 
Arabic language classes. 

Some of tbe converted Britons 
are employed by the centre as sec- 


retaries, teachers .and editors of 
the pamphlets and other pub- 
lications that appear in English. 

The publications, including a 
quarterly magazine, are dis- 
tributed not only in Britain but 
throughout the Western world. 

London has the biggest Muslim 
congregation m Britain with at 
least 400,000 of an estimated one 
millio n. Mosques are scattered 
around 50 cities throughout the 
country. 

Most of the Muslims are of Pak- 
istani origin, with big communities 
in the industrial cities of Man- 
chester, Birmingham. Leicester 
and Bradford. 

Already the swelling com- 
munity in London has outgrown 
the mosque, which can hold only 
20,000 at a time. 

It is always packed for Friday 
prayers and extra sessions have to 
be held during important Muslim 
feasts like Eid Al Adho, marking 
the end of the holy pilgrimage to 
Mecca.

Thatcherism sets the battle scene 
election for the next campaign

LONDON — British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher's signal to 
her opponents could not be cle- 
arer: She intends to seek a second 
term sticking to her rigorous eco- 
nomic policies. 

Any change of course in her 
three-year-old battle against inf- 
lation before the next general ele- 
ction would be a betrayal of the 
government’s principles, she bel- 
ieves. 

The prime minister’s Con- 
servative Party conference re- 
affirmation of what her adv- 
ersaries call Thatcherism sets the 
battle scene for the campaign, 
with inflation sharply lower and 
interest rates down, but with une- 
mployment at a record high which 
could persist for a long time. 

The election could occur at any 
time before May 1984, when the 
five-year term of Mrs. Thatcher’s’ 
right-wing government ends. ‘ 

Temperamentally, the small- 
town gorcer’s daughter who bec- 
ame Britain's first woman prime 
minister in 1 979 would prefer to 
see out the full five years, her aides 
say. 

But many in British politics are 
convinced that Mrs. Thatcher, 57 
this Wednesday, will be persuaded 
to call the election sooner. 

There have even been pre- 
dictions of a likely date— October 
13, 1983, her 58th birthday. 

Most of the party faithful att- 
ending last week’s Conservative 
conference in tbe south coast res- 
ort of Brighton seemed to assume 
it was their last annual gathering 
before the election. 

Mrs. Thatcher, rated Britain’s 
most unpopular prime minister 


only seven months ago, was hailed 
as a great war leader in terms that 
bordered on idolatry. 

“The Falkiands factor," a term 
used to . describe the impact on 
domestic politics of Britain’s rec- 
ent military victory in the South 
Atlantic, continues to work to the 
government’s advantage. 

The prime minister did not ove- 
rplay the Falkiands factor in her 
keynote speech at the close of the 
conference last week. She was 
content to note that itshowed Bri- 
tain at its best: in her view, it 
would be no bad thing if the same 
spirit continued to inspire tbe Bri- 
tish.

Portuguese might go back 


to Angola, but only as a 


U.N. peacekeeping force

LISBON — Portuguese soldiers 
who patrolled Angola's border 
with Namibia (South West Africa) 
as part of a colonial army are 
ready to do it again, this time as 
members of a United Nations pea- 
cekeeping force. 

Keen for any chance to str- 
engthen links with its former col- 
onies, particularly with Angola, 
Portugal would like its troops to 
be invited back to Africa in an int- 
ernational role. 

Lisbon politicians are eagerly 
canvassing for Portugal to be inc- 
luded in a multi-nation force 
which is due to supervise South 
Africa's withdrawal from Namibia 
and the holding of free elections 
when the territory finally gains 
independence. 

This would bring the Por- 
tuguese back to Africa eight years 
after they pulled out of a colonial 
war in three black states. 

The Portuguese believe their 


army is cut corn for a pea- 
cekeeping role in Namibia bec- 
ause of the knowledge it built up 
of the area before Angola became 
independent in 1975. 

Guerrillas of the South West 
Africa People’s Organisation 
(SWAPO) operate from Angolan 
hideouts in a bush war they have 
fought for 16 years against South 
African rule in Namibia. 

The projected U.N. Tra- 
nsitional Assistance Group 
(UNTAG), consisting of up to 
7,500 men, would patrol the bor- 
ders and ensure the safeguarding 
of a ceasefire in a run-up period 
before a Namibian government 
takes over. 

Cuban troops and other Soviet 
bloc advisers who have helped 
Angola defend itself against South 
African cross-border raids in pur- 
suit of SWAPO guerrillas still 
cannot match the Portuguese 
army in experience of the terrain.

Western officials say most iss- 
ues holding up a final agreement 
have been settled in talks with 
South Africa, SWAPO and Nam- 
ibia’s black neighbours. 

But the backstage negotiations 
have taken longef than expected, 
and the West is now uncertain 
whether it can stick to its goal of 


getting a ceasefire by the end of 
1982. 

The biggest problem is that both 
the United States and South Afr- 
ica want a simultaneous agr- 
eement on the withdrawal of an 
estimated 18,000 Cuban troops 
from Angola. 

Angola has refused to ack- 
nowledge any formal linkage bet- 
ween the Cuban issue and a Nam- 
ibian settlement, but is still talking 
about the Cubans with the United 
States. 

Before Angola’s independence, 
Portuguese and South African 
forces cooperated closely to keep 
the Namibian border free of gue- 
rrillas, and official sources in Lis- 
bon say Pretoria could do a lot 
worse than accept Portuguese tro- 
ops in the U.N. group. 

At the other end of the spe- 
ctrum. SWAPO Leader Sam Nuj- 
oma welcomes a Portuguese role 
in UNTAQ. 

Whatever Portugal would bring 
in experience, the number of men 
it could field would be limited by 
huge logistical problems.

trade concessions granted them 
when their industries were in their 
infancy. 

The U.S. says they should be 
graduated ont of the Generalised 
System of Preferences (GSP), a 
system of low or zero tariffs dev- 
eloped states have conceded to the 
Third World since 1970, and pay 
tariffs somewhere between the 
GSP level and the rate paid by 
industrialised countries. 

Poorer countries would con- 
tinue trading under GSP tariffs. 


In bilateral negotiations the 
“NICS" would be under pressure 
to fewer their often prohibitively 
high import barriers and open 
their markets wider to goods from 
the industrialised world. 

The proposal said “developed 
- countries have a strong desire to 
expand their trade with dev- 
eloping countries. which represent 
their largest growth market, but 
are experiencing growing fru- 
stration with the import barriers.” 

U.S. officials have stressed in 
private that congressional app- 
roval for the GSP runs out in late 
1 983 and, given the growing mood 
of protectionism in the United 
States, there is no hope of rea- 
pproval without some con- 
cessions. 

Trade with the Third World has 
become increasingly important for 
the U.S. American exports to dev- 
eloping countries rose from 57 bil- 
lion in 1961 to S 89 billion in 1981, 


more than total U.S. exports to 
both Western Europe and Japan. 

Developing countries now buy 
almost 40 per cent of all the man- 
ufactured goods the U.S. exports. 

Third World diplomats agree 
this trade is important but they 
reject any change in the GSP sys- 
tem in view of the recession and 
what they say are their worsening 
terms of trade.

This helped fuel inflation to the 
present annual 47 per cent. Cou- 
pled with a new parallel-market 
system for commercial tra- 
nsactions, the growing money 
supply could puch inflation up to 
60 per cent before the year is out, 
the bankers said. 

The new system, introduced a 
year ago, allows companies with 
foreign currency of their own to 
import and sell goods at der- 
egulated prices. 

It now accounts for 75 per cent 
of private trade and bankers say it 
is putting pressure on domestic 
prfexs and on the currency black 
market, where the U.S. dollar now 
‘-fetches-ahnost three times the off- * 
icial rate of 5.935 zaires to the dol- 
lar.

President Mobutu 
told Reuters Zaire had massive 
stocks of 10,000 unsold tonnes of 
the metal. 

Bankers said Kinshasa had sug- 
gested using this co bah as security 
to its creditors or to mortgage it as 
pan of debt repayments, but the 
offer was turned down. m 

Coffee exports are also pre- 
dicted to fall this year, since smu- 
gglers are taking increasing qua- 
ntities of robusta across the border 
into Uganda or Sudan to exchange 
h for foreign currency. 

Zaire's overall economy, which 
registered a fairly healthy growth 
rate of just over two per cent in 
1980, will probably prove sta- 
gnant this year, the bankers said.

The auction was routine. 
North probed for a 4-4 fit in a 
major suit with the Stayman 
Convention, then leaped to 
three no trump when his 
partner showed spades 
rather than hearts. 

West led the top of his club 
sequence, and declarer won. 
He led a diamond to the ten, 
and East ducked smoothly. 
Declarer returned to hand 
with a club and repeated the 
diamond finesse. East duck- 
ed again! 

Declarer might have 
suspected that East had held 


up the king of diamonds 
when the first diamond 
finesse succeeded, but those 
suspicions were lulled when 
the finesse worked again. He 
returned to his hand with a 
heart to the king, and any 
doubts declarer had about 
the diamond suit vanished 
when, on the lead of another 
diamond. West followed suit. 
Declarer finessed confident- 
ly, and East won his now 
bare king. 

As a result of East's daring 
defense, declarer was held to 
only two diamond tricks. 
Dummy was dead, since 
there was no entry, and 
declarer had only seven 
tricks. In the end he managed 
a second spade trick, but that 
still left him a trick short of 
his contract. 

Observe the difference if 
East won either the first or 
second diamond. Declarer 
would now have six tricks in 
the minor suits, and a sure 
trick in each major. He would 
only have to guess the spade 
position to come to nine 
tricks, and in addition there 
would be the possibilities of 
an end play in the major 
suits. 

This type of holdup occurs 
frequently. But the one thing 
that East must avoid is to go 
into a trance when the dia- 
mond finesse is taken. That 
gives away the location of 
the king, and an alert South 
will go up with the ace ol 
diamonds on the third round 
and score four tricks in the 
suit which will spare him 
from any further problem.

PEKING (R) — China ack- 
nowledged Monday that it lost 
contact with a military plane on

SEOUL (R) — A Chinese air 
force pilot who defected to South 
Korea in his MiG-19 fighter on 
Saturday was suit being held in a 
secret hideaway by military aut- 
horities Monday, military sources ' 
said. 

The South Korean authorities 
have refused to confirm or deny ■ 
the defection and no repons have 
been permitted in Korean media 
■ so far. despite a flood of stories 
from foreign news agencies. 

The pilot has been identified by 
South Korean military sources 
only as a 25-vear-old Captain Wu. 
But in Taipei, capital of Taiwan, 
official sources named him as Cap- 
tain Wu Jung-Chien. 

An eyewitness at a military air- 
base 15 kilometres south of 
Seoul. 'where the pilot landed his 
fighter emblazoned with China's 
red star, said he was first alerted 
by unusual air activity. 

He heard that a light plane with 
a pupil and instructor aboard was 
ordered to land immediately and 
clear the runway as armoured per- 
sonnel carriers and troops with 
automatic rifles rushed on to the

g unships positioned themselves 


just to the rear, the eyewitness 
said. 

He said a black car carrying four 
civilians in suits roared up and the 
men went towards the plane. The 
pilot, wearing as orange flying 
suit, snapped back the canopy and 
stepped down. 

The pilot immediately sur- 
rendered his pistol to one of the 
men who removed the bullets 
from the clip. As they talked ano- 
ther man took notes. They shook 
hands and the armed soldiers put 
aside their weapons to<applaud. 

All five got into the car with the 
pilot sitting in the back between 
two of the civilians and they drove 
off at speed, the defector smiling 
and waving to onlookers, the eye- 
witness added. 

South Korean military sources 
said the pilot made known his int- 
ention to defect by radioing Seoul 
as he made bis ^480-kilometres 
flight pursued by Chinese int- 
erceptors. 

The incident is sensitive for the 
government of President Chun 
Doo Hwan which has made some 
diplomatic progress, mainly thr- 
ough trade, in improving relations 
with Peking despite strident pro- 
tests from the North Korean 
Communists. Peking officially 
only recognises Pyongyang. 

In Taipei, a foreign ministry 
spokesman said the Nationalist 
Chinese embassy in Seoul had 
been instructed to contact South 
Korea about the defection. But 


the spokesman declined to say 
whether his government had for- 
mally requested the transfer of the 
pilot to Taiwan. 


Witnesses described the def- 
ector as tall for a Chinese and pro- 
bably from the northern pro- 
vinces. He is in the custody of 
South Korean military authorities, 
but his exact whereabouts have 
not been disclosed. 

Which country he wishes to 
offer him asylum has not been 
revealed although an unidentified 
Chinese Nationalist officer quoted 
by the China News said he wanted 
to go to Taiwan. 

In 1977 Chinese Pilot Fan 
Yuan-Yen defected to Taiwan in 
the same type of aircraft.

A puritanical, beetle-browed 
lawyer, his formidable political 
energy once prompted die late 
U.S. Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles to call him “France's 
Superman.” 

His active political career came 
to an end in 1969 when be was the 
running mate of Gaston Defferre 
who campaigned unsuccessfully 
for the presidency against Pre- 
-sident Charles de Gaulle. 

The great achievement of his 


career was to end France's eight- 
year war in Indochina. 

He was appointed Prime Min- 
ister in June 1954. a month after 
French forces suffered 1 5,000 
dead and their most shattering 
defeat at Dien Bien Phu, and he 
pledged to end the fighting in 30 
days or resign.

NEW DELHI (R) — France has concluded an agreement to supply 
India with 40 Mirage 2000 fighter aircraft and the latest anti-ship 
Exocet missile system. Western diplomatic sources said Monday. 

The deal followed a visit by French Defence Minister Charles 
Hemu this month and was signed here at the weekend by the French 
aircraft manufacturer Marcel Dassault, the sources said. 

The Indian defence ministry declined to confirm that an agreement 
had been signed, but said talks on buying Mirages had been taking 
place for some time. 

According to the diplomatic sources, the first of the advanced 
multi-role aircraft will be delivered in late 1984, , 

They gave no details of the number of Exocet missiles to be 
bought The missile, which flies low over water using its own homing 
derice, was used effectively by Argentina in the Falklands war. 

The agreement also provides for the training of Indian air force 
pilots and ground technicians. 

India already makes Jaguar strike aircraft under licence from 
Britain and had been considering a similar arrangement with France, 
but the latest deal does not apparently include provision for local 
manufacture.
